Limited, had their handsome gen- 
eral store, after a disastrous firc 
that resulted in a loss of a hund- 
red thousand dollars. It was the 
most spectacular conflagration 
that has ever taken place on the 
South Side, and was witnessed by 
an immense crowd of people. 


Built entirely of native spruce, with 
no brick work to check the greedy 
element, the inflammable building 
within a very short time from the 
alarm being given became a fiery fur- 
nace of flame that seemed to laugh 
defiantly at the eight streams of wa- 
ter directed by three companies of 
the brigade. The firemen, under 
Chief Lauder, fought heroically, never 
letting up for a moment while there 
was any possibility of saving the 
building and its valuable contents. but 
the flaines, as if mocking their efforts, 
gradually obtained the upper hand, 
licked up the combustible material 


ing anything. It was at this point 
that J. M. Douglas, M.P.; and R. B. 
Douglas, of the Douglas Company, 
Limited, ordered out heavy teams in 
an effort to salvage some of their 
heavy stock of general dry goods and 
groceries.

LONDON, Oct. 25—(Through Reu- 
ter's Ottawa agency.)— Right Hon. 
Herbert Asquith, prime minister, ad- 
dressed an enthusiastic meeting of 
his constituents of Ladybank, Fife, 
Scotland, this evening. He dealt ex- 
clusively with the question of Home 
Rule, and emphasized that the gov- 
ernment intended to make use of the 
parliament act in order to give the 
Liberal legislation something ap- 
proaching an equal chance with their 
opponents, The government, he said, 
had declared in favor of Home Rule 
when they had an overwhelming ma- 
jority over all parties, and the last 
election was fought with the know- 
ledge that Home Rule would come 
next to the passing of the Parliament 
Act. It would have been the grossest 
breach of public faith to put off this 
legislation, 

Mr. Asquith affirmed that the gov- 
ernment still believed that as the 
bill now stood, the Irish legislature 
which it would bring into existence

Sudden Death of 
Havelock Babbitt 


Provincial Supt. of Insurance and 
Brother-in-law of Lieut.-Gov. 
Bulyea Passes Away 


A large number of Edmonton peo- 
ple were shocked yesterday when they 
heard of the sudden death of G. Have- 
lock Babbity which occurred at his 
residence at seven o'clock yesterday 
morning. 

The immediate cause of death was 
heart failure. He had been a sufferer 
from angina pectoris for some time 
although it had not materially inter- 
fered with his daily duties, and he 
was attending to his business affairs 
almost up to the last. 

Mr. Babbitt, who was only 
two months ago to Miss’ Isabella 
Jenny, Of Toronto, will be best re- 
membered as private secretary to His 
Honor Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea.

retary to his honor caused his attend- 
ance at nearly all the important func- 
tions at which his honor was present, 
and by that means he came in con-

Mr. Babbitt was a brother of Mrs, 
Bulyea, the gracious mistress of the 
Government House, He was fifty-four 
years of age and was born in New 
Brunswick, Before coming to Ed- 
monton he was engaged for a num- 
ber of years in railroad work in New 
Jersey.

“A man is not responsible for his 
whysical shadow,” he said, “but for 
his moral shadows is he responsible.” 

He urged his hearers to cut clean, 
clear-cut moral shadews with an in- 
fluence on the right side in their work 
in the congregation and in the city. 

At the evening service Mr. Marshall 
told the story of Haman and Morde- 
cai, and vividly desoribed the inci- 
dents resulting , from the = sleepless 
nights spent by the king in reading 
the records and the queen in prayer. 

Big Result of Sleepless Nights. 

He claimed that as the life of the 
Jewish people hung on that sicepless 
night so if the king had slept the 
Jews would have died and there would 
have been no Christ, But he main- 
tained that the same God who over- 
ruled the destiny of Mordecai also 
saved Mose&# from Pharoh and the 
child Jesus from Herod. 

He cited an incident in Turkish 
history when the dedth of the Sul- 
tan, the defeat of the Turkish armny, 
and a big fire combined to show the 
power of the Sultan of the universe 
over Christian missions, 

In conclusion he added: ‘Heaven's 
help is closely connected with human 
effort. Prayer is not enough. God 
used the acts of evil men as well as 
of good, 

“There is nothing too small to be 
beneath His care, or nothing too great 
to be beyond the control of Him who 
doeth all things well,”

Reasons for Settlement by Consent.

Proposals, however, made 
it perfectly good faith and good will, 
for a formal conference of the party 
leaders did not appear to him to be 
practically helpful. A conference 
with defined limits would be almost 
certainly abortive and would probably 
leave matters worse; nor was a con- 
ference necessary if there was a gen- 
uine disposition in all quarters by an 
interchange of suggestions, free and 
frank, without prejudice, to contrib- 
ute to the common stock. 

Ready for Conference. 

“I mvite that interchange,” added 
Mr. Asquith, “both I and my col- 
leagues are ready to take part in it.

Tuberculosis Sanitarium Is An 


Medical Officer of Health Issues 
Necessity of Providing Isc] 


Bulletin Directing Attention tc 
ation for Cases Coming to 


City From Outside Points 


Dr. Whitelaw, medical officer of] 
health, has directed the preparation 
und issuance of a bulletin on 
culosis as it relates to the city. in 
the bulletin attention is drawn to the 
fact that many cases of tuberculosis 
which come to the city from outside 
points are not reported, as required 
by the Provincial Health Act, When 
cases ure isolated after being reported 
the menace to the general health of 
the city from this source is removed. 
The bulletin also directs attention to 
the necessity for the establishment of 
a tuberculosis sanitarium. 

Since January 1st, 1913, the follow- 
ing data have been collected: 

Cases reported, 44; deaths, 20, 

Deaths—Between 20 and 30, 12; be- 
tween 21 and 40, 3; between 41 and 
50, between 51 and 60, 2, 

Ages-—Youngest, 19; oldest, 65; 
from 19 to 30, 28; from 31 to 40, 5; 
from 41 to 50, 4; from 61 to 60, 3.¢
